Since the representatives will be coming from different parts of the country, it is kindly 
requested that adequate time is given in advance to those attending the meeting, to 
ensure their availability. 


We are aware that FTII has an unfortunate history of strikes and protests in the past. 
Almost all of them have been essentially concerned with the quality of education that we 
get and related academic issues. There is something chronic about it, which, in spite of all 


the best intentions of all concerned including the government, students, FTII 
administration, we have not been able to resolve. 


The lasting resolution eludes us because, all stakeholders move out within 3-4 years of 
being in the institute or at the level of Government , before any long term solutions could 
be obtained. The current protest needs to be seen in the light of the same. We would like 
to discuss the same and find possible permanent decisions which can resolve these issues 
plaguing us for many years. 


1. Constitution of the Present Society: The appointment of the current society as 
seen at FTII indicates that proper attention has not been given to the core concerns 
of the institute. We are all students and apolitical. We have no intention of causing 
personal hurt to anybody. We would like to meet you and express our concerns 
and reservations about the same with a hope for their redressal. 


It appears to us that framework regarding selection of Chairman and FTII society 
members has not been formalised as yet within the Government. We feel this may 
have led to not the most appropriate or best of the selections . 


2. Accordance of Centre of Excellence/Institute of National Importance status to FTII 
in continuance of the announcement made by the ministry. 


3. Discussions on the possible solutions for these problems as mentioned above . 


We reiterate, we would like to meet all concerned , including MoS if given a chance, in 
spirit of humility and exchange views, with an earnest hope to find an amicable solution . 


The students academics have been on standstill since 12th June and counting .Our studies 
are getting compromised in the process. Hence we request you to give us an audience 
with all concerned on 3/7/2015.
